Guthrie. Ok., Aug. 29.—The State 
prohibition conference was opened in 
the city hall this morning, being com­ 
poned largely of the chairmen of the 
various county prohibition organiza­ 
tions. The attendance 
was 
not 
as 
large as had been expected by the 
executive committee, but those pres­ 
ent were very earnest and full of en­ 
thusiasm. During the 
addresses 
of 
President J. E. Brewer and the wel­ 
come by Mayor J. E. Nissley brief ref­ 
erences were made to what was de­ 
clared to be the recent efforts on the 
part of the agents of liquor dealers 
to nullify as far as possible all that 
has been done by the prohibitionists 
in Oklahoma. 
James H. Woertendyke of Califor­ 
nia, who has been in the state sever­ 
al weeks, gave the conference some 
advice along the line of law enforce­ 
ment and said this was the “duty of 
the hour.” He told 
the 
assembled ■ 
workers that “the enemy” is at work 
preparing many cities and communit­ 
ies for what will be “virtually open 
saloons.” 
It was pointed out by several of *he 
speakers that the repeal of the state 
enforcement la.w by the last legisla­ 
ture was the hardest blow the cause 
of prohibition had ever received since 
the constitutional amendment was vot 
ed in by the people. 
It was also 
told that the refusal by the last leg­ 
islature to empower the governor to 
arbitrarily remove from 
office 
any 
county official who refused to enforce 
the laws was another well-directed 
blow at the prohibition law. 
A number of addresses were made j 
by delegates from various sections of j 
the state treating of the coming cam­ 
paign. They told of the strong and 
tireless interests that are now ready 
to begin a desperate struggle to break 
the prohibition forces in Oklahoma. 
At the close of the afternoon session, 
President J. E. Brewer of Guthrie said 
he, more than any other person pres­ 
ent, realized the importance of the 
fight that is just before them. After 
telling of his business and its de­ 
mands on his time, he presented his 
resignation, -which was accepted, and 
Rev. T. E. Sisson of Guthrie was elect­ 
ed to succeed him Oct. I. Mr. Sissons
